RWANDAN PRESIDENT SAYS FRENCH TROOPS MUST LEAVE: 
PRESIDENT BIZIMUNGU TOLD SRSG KHAN AUGUST 16 THAT THE 
RWANDAN GOVERNMENT WOULD NOT PERMIT FRENCH TROOPS TO 
REMAIN AFTER AUGUST 22. KHAN TOLD CHARGE LEADER THAT HE 
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CONSIDERS THIS A DEFINITIVE NO. HOWEVER, WE HAVE 
INSTRUCTED LEADER TO URGE THE RWANDAN GOVERNMENT AGAIN TO

--THE RWANDAN GOVERNMENT WILL CONTINUE ITS PUBLIC AFFAIRS 
CAMPAIGN TO PERSUADE DISPLACED PERSONS THAT IT IS SAFE TO 
RETURN HOME; 

— UNAMIR WILL PROVIDE SUPPORT AND PROTECTION FOR REFUGEE 
REPRESENTATIVES TO VISIT THEIR HOME AREAS AND THEN REPORT

— UNAMIR WILL TRY TO OBTAIN MOBILE BROADCASTING TRUCKS TO

RELIEF AGENCIES TO CHANNEL REFUGEES TO BUGARAMA: IN 
THEIR CONTINGENCY PLANNING FOR A NEW EXODUS FROM THE SAFE

PERSONS TO BUGARAMA IN THE SOUTHWEST CORNER OF RWANDA.
